allows you to ride for only $5.00 
each way, anywhere in Arlington. 
Membership cards are available at 
the Council on Aging for $20.00, 
(One business day prior).

To schedule a ride to Senior Center 
activities Monday - Friday, please 
call 781-316-3414 at least 24 hours 
in advance. The cost is $1.50 each 
way. The van can accommodate 
wheel chairs. This service is 
available for curb-side service to 
transport you to and from your 
home to the Arlington Senior 
Center. (Please schedule your ride 
at least 2 days prior to your visit).
